St. Paul, Jan. 18.—In a speech 
before the Commercial Club, Jas. 
J. Hill, president of the Great 
Northern, made some pungent ob- 
servances regarding commercial 
conditons : 

“The American nation at 
large,” he said, “is prosperous. If 
we get down, however, to close ex- 
amination we will readily see 
that the nation is living proflig- 
ately. We are selling out our 
natural resources, exploiting them 
as fast as we can without build- 
ing-up industries and trade rela~ 
tions to take their place when ex- 
hausted. When this nation has 
150,000,009 people they will have 
to do something else than exploit 
natural resources to earn a living. 
We will eventually have to meet 
the commercial competition Eng- 
land is meeting today, and will 
have to face such problems as she 
is now facing, with 1,500,000 un- 
employed crying for bread, with 
no bread to feed them on save as 
charity doles it out to them.” 

He specially urged better trade 
relations with Canada. He said: 
“We must have better trade re-

Paris, Jan. 13.—M. Fallieres 
was elected president of France 
on the first ballot. The revised 
figures are as follows: M. Falli- 
eres, 449; M. Doumer, 371. 

The National Assembly met at 
one o'clock this afternoon in the 
Congress Hall of the Royal Pal- 
ace at Versailles, for the election 
of President of the Republic. The 
Assembly consists nominally of 
591 deputies and 300 senators, 
but owing to deaths, illness and 
the passing of some of the depu- 
ties to the Senate leaving their 
seats vacant, the number present 
was decreased to about 860, mak- 
ing 430 votes necessary to’ elect a 
new president.

The Bulletin is in receipt of 
the following inquiry from a set- 
tler at Qnoway, which may prove 
of interest to others similarly 
situated : 

Editor Edmonton Bulletin: 

Dear sir—-Myself and many of 
the Bulletin readers, believing 
that you can furnish us with re- 
liable information in regard to 
the $2 vearly tax which seems to 
have been assessed by the govern- 
ment for local improvement of 
roads, desire that you will, in the 
colutans of the Bulletin, inform 
us concerning the legality of this 
tax. 

Searcely any of us have titles 
(patents) for the land upon which 
we live, but all are receiving 
“duns” for taxes for years 1903 
i904, and 1905, und in several 
eases (my own being one) have 
been informed that proceedings 
will be taken which will result in 
the forfeiture of our homes, unless 
the tax in question is paid. 

However, while in fact these 
homes are not positively ours, we 
have used every effort, endured 
hardships, and deprived ourselves 
of former comforts to make them 
approach something akin to th 
sersbiance of home, continually 
tooking forward to the perio 
when we could indeed and truti 
call them our own, and being call 
ed wpon for taxes (other thai 
those voted by ourselves) befor 
that time was reached, was quit: 
unexpected to many of us.

: or 
HOMESTEAD ENTRIES 

For the first fifteen days of the 
month of the present year there were 
sixty-four homestead entries made at 


the Edmonton Land Office, representing without 


a total increase in the population of 
214 people. 

Sixteen of the entries were made by 
Canadians, representing, with their 
families, a population of 89 altogether. 
Fifteen of the entries were made by 
‘Americans representing 42 of a popu- 
lation. Among these were settlers 
from North and South Dakota, Minne- 
sota, California, Virginia, Washington, 
Kansas and Michigan, showing how 
general is the movument on the other 
side of the line towards the Canadian 
Northwest. Next in nurerical preced- 
ence wére the Galicians, of whom there 
were fourteen families recorded as sét- 
tlers on homesteads, bringing with 
them families to the number of 42. 
There were seven German families, six 
English families, 
Swedish, a Danish a 
French family settling in the Mdmon- 
ton district on homesteads in the past 
15 days. 

Among the settlers were men of all 
kinds and occupations; in fact the or- 
dinary diversity of trades and ,rofea- 
sions is quite outdone this month. a 
the number of entries credited to school | 
teachers this and every month ail the | 
pedagogues of the male persuasion in 
the country must be homesteaders. 
Among the occupations there are car- 
penters, plumbers, a baker, a preacher, 
a barber, clerks, ranchers, engineers, 
an insurance agent, one party who 
gives his (or her) occupation as that 
of hdusekeeper, and, strangest of all, 
a tea planter.
